HE hints that have been 

dropped from time to 
time that the Tat Lam Chung 
reservoir scheme, oven com- 
plete in all its phases, would 
not provide the final solu- 
tion to the Colony's water 
problem, have now been 
given categorical confirma- 
tlon by Government. 


Yeaterday’s announcement by 
the Director of Public 
Works that engineering in- 
vestigations were to start 
immediately, of a site on 
Lantao for nu reservoir that 
will add another.30 million 
gallons of water a day for 
general consumption will 
be received with mixed 
feelings. 


. The prospect of — ultimately! 
obtaining a continuous 
domestic supply of water is 
alluring, but the community 
will await with sume anxicty 
to know what demand this 
project is to make on the 
Trensury. 


That the undertaking, if 
proved a practical possibi- 
lity, will win public approval 
may be taken for granted. 
Water the Colony must 
have, and in sufitcient 
quantities, Throughout 
Hongkong's history, there 
has been aon {inadequacy of 
water to meet requirements, 
ond it is pecessary to 
acknowledge that with the 
Colony’s continuing growth 
of population and the rapid 
expansion of industry, there 
is no chance of demands 
being met unless water stor-| 
age facilities ure still fur-}

New York, Oct. 7. 

India today proposed that the pro- 
jected international atomic energy agency 
for developing peaceful uses of atomic 
energy should be responsible to the United 
Nations General Assembly. 

At the same time, India recommended. 
that the constitution of the agency should 
be approved by the Assembly and based 
upon views expressed in the Assembly 


itself. 


Both proposals were in 
direct conflict with the 
publicly stated views of the 
United States and other 
Western powers 

The United States mid seven 
other Western powers have al- 
ready drawn up a statute for 
the agency and have circulated 
it to allo members of the YPN 
and of the speciallsed agencies 
for thelr comments. 

The United States view 18 
that the relationship of the 
ugency to the United Natlons 
should be simUar to that of a 
specialised agency, such as the 
World Health Organishtlon or 
the Fool and = Agriculture 
Organisation, 

These are wutonomous bodies 
with their own administrations, 
ond their own budgets, which 
function Independently although 
in close contact with the United: 
Nutlons, 

Three resolutions were tabled 


ut UN headquarters ay as 
the General Assembly's political 
committee began debate on 
utoms-for-peace. 


IN THREE YEARS 


One was proposed by the 
United States and Britain and 
called for a second international 
sctontific conference on peaceful 
uses of atomic energy to be held 
under UN auspices in cbeut 
three years, The first confer- 
ence was held in Geneva last 
August. 

The other two — resolutions 
were both sponsored by India. 
One dealt alsu with the conven- 
ing of further international con- 
ferences when appropriate and, 
like the Anglo-American draft, 
provided for the continuance in 
office of a seven nations advisory 
committee of scientists set up 
earlier this year to help the 
Secretary General, Mr Dag 
Hammarskjold, on atomic mat- 
ters, 

The other Indlon draft dealt 
exclusively with the inter- 
national atomic agency, 

Ms terms were in line with 
tho Indlan. position outlined 
during the past year by Mr 
V. K. Krishna Menon, the chief 
Indian delegate, 

It would ask the Assembly to 
recognise the dcep interest of 
all members in the development 
of atoms for peace and to re- 
¢cognise the necessity of ensur- 
ing that fissionable material 
used for peaccful purposes is 
not divorted to other purposes,
